They upon tbe conſsderations 
therem contained, did prohubite and «iſcharge all 
Heritors whatſom« ver within the Sbires of Lan- 
erk, Air, Renfrew, and Stewartry of Kirkcudburgh,toſuf- 
fer or permit any Conventicles or privat-meetings , upon pre- 
tence of, or for religions worſhip,to be kept within their bouſes, 
or inthe Lands belonging to them ; certifying them, if they 
ſhall contraveen, that each Heritor in whoj2 bounds or Linds 
any Conventicle ſball be kept, ſhall be ſyned in the ſum of fifty 
pownds ſterling, toties quoties. The ſaias Lords, do bereby 
extend the former A and Proclamation to the whole <bires 
of this Kingdom; And do oraain all Heritors to be lyable to 
tbe fynes above-ſpecified , in caſe any Conventicle be kept on 
the ground of their lands, or in bouſes belonging to them : de- 
claring always that the Heritors who ſhail be fyned upon the 
Eccount foreſaid , ſhall bave their relief off the perſons pre- 
Jent at theſe Conventicles. And ordains theſe preſents to be 
Printed,and publiſhed at the mercat croſs of Edinburgh, and 

other places needful, that none pretend ignorance.
